The company owns the plant at Hannawa Falls, on the 
Raequette River, about 4 miles above Potsdam, where 
10,000 horse power has been developed. The company 
also owns a railroad to its plant and was contemplating 
the development of all the other powers on the Racquette 
above it and the construction of a railroad there. 

The company’s capital is $300,000 and its property is 
mortgaged for $500,000, with $500,000 more of unissued

Mills Continue to Be Very Busy, and Many of Them Have 
Product Covered for Some Time to Come— 
Jobbers Also Are Busy. 





Despite a week of very bad weather, the New York pa- 
per market is still firm. In manufacturing circles the 
statement is made that the market is considerably stronger 
than it was even last week. As an offset to this the 
dealers say that the very unfavorable weather has hurt 
trade somewhat, and that the net result of a pretty good 
demand, minus the chilling effects of snow and rain, leaves 
the business equation just about where it was last week. 
In doing this all hands admit that there is as yet no sign 
of weakness in any direction. In the jobbing trade the 
features of the week were the heavy demand for manilas 
and the difficulty in making deliveries. Double the number 
of horses and half loads made lots of trouble, as on that 
basis the business could not be handled properly. As a re 
sult there was some disturbance in the market, and the 
complaints that came in were not all from consumers of 
manilas by any means. Mill deliveries that should have 
reached New York on Saturday of last week were held up 
in transit owing to the delay to traffic, which was general. 
In the different kinds of paper there is practically no 
change from the condition of the market as reported last 
week. News is very firm and very scarce. There is little 
chance that any weakness will develop in news for some 
time to come. The book paper manufacturers report this 
week that in their opinion the market is stronger than it 
was, owing partly to the shortage of coal on the part of 
at least one big book mill, and the fact that coal contracts 
for 1903 now being made are being closed at double the 
price paid last year. Whether this is literally true or not 
it is safe to say that the mill men will all have to pay 
more money for their supply of coal for next year. This 
prospective increased cost of manufacture is instanced as 
one of the many reasons why manufacturers of all kinds 
of paper are timid about making contracts for their prod- 
ucts for next year. The condition of the stock market 
down in Wall Street is cited this week by the profes- 
sional bears in the trade as on their side of the case. 
But, notwithstanding this, the paper market rules firm, as 
all signs point to a continuance of this condition even 
through the proverbially dull season which usually opens 
just after the first of the year

Barring the annoyance 
incident to the interruption of traffic on account of the 
snow storms and the failure to get paper from the mills 
as fast as wanted there is little complaint to make, but 
these troubles are enough to contend with, so say the city 
dealers whose customers are clamoring for paper. There 
is hardly a grade of paper that is coming to hand in suf- 
ficient quantities. News is very hard to get for the filling 
of new orders, and when a little lot is wanted higher than 
the market price has to be paid to get it. Coated and 
glazed papers are more difficult to get from the mills than 
is news paper. Book papers are in good demand, fully up 
to the capacity of the mills. Under these conditions of 
supply and demand the market is very firm with a tendency 
to higher prices, as is evidenced by the advanced quota- 
tions of some mills.

Dayton, Ohio, December 15, 1902.—There has been no 
noticeable decrease in trade the past week. The inter- 
ference which sometimes results during the prefestival 
season has not played much part in the affairs of the paper 
tradesmen of the valley and the chances are that it will 
not. Indications point to a successful new year, as all 
conditions, except the transportation facilities, are satis- 
factory. The past week in Dayton has not reflected a 
remarkable gain, but it has been substantial, approximating 
from 10 to 11 per cent. The demand for the better 
grades has kept up surprisingly well. While the great 
rush of sales among wholesale paper dealers is practically 
over, owing to the advance of the holiday season, the move- 
ment of wrappings and other grades needed in mercantile 
houses is lively and promises to so continue.

Good Business in Canada. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Toronto, Canada, December 15, 1902.—Paper makers 
and dealers report good business and active demand for 
goods. Canada is now producing more news print than 
she can possibly consume, and Canadian paper men real- 
ize that good prices are only possible because of the de- 
mand from Europe and because United States mills are 
too busy to bother with Canada’s little business, There is 
a feeling in some quarters that Canada is producing too 
much wood pulp and that higher prices are not in sight 
for the present. The favorable conditions for manufac- 
turing in the United States last summer have given that 
country a better supply of home ground pulp than ever 
before, and the Canadian mills are feeling the effects of 
it. Business has been good in book papers and cheap 
writings, but during the past week a machine in the West 
was taken off wrappings and put to work on this stock 
and a new machine was started in the East, so that it 
looks as if it would not be long before this market would 
be well supplied. The cold weather has made Christmas 
trade active in all lines, which has had its effect on paper, 
but the cold weather has also brought again to the fore 
the coal question, which people were inclined to think 
during the early part of December was a thing of the 
past. There seems to be plenty of soft coal for domestic 
use, but at prices considerably in advance of the normal, 
and the city of Toronto has received its consignments 
of Scotch and Welsh coal, 7,000 tons in all; bug the peo- 
ple are finding that Old Country people have no such fuel 
as Pennsylvania anthracite, so*that the demand for the 
latter has again become much greater than the supply.

Troubles of Dayton Press. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, December 15, 1902.—Application was 
made the latter part of last week for the appointment of a 
receiver for the Press Publishing Company, of this city, 
publishers of the Daily and Weekly and the Sunday Press. 

“The petitioner was W. P. Sunderland, a stockholder and 

former county treasurer, who claimed that the company 
was insolvent, the indebtedness far exceeding $16,000, and 
that a $9,000 note contracted last May, and on which the 
plaintiff was a surety indorser and guarantor, is due and 
should be paid off and discharged. Mr. Sunderland 
claimed that the paper has been run at a loss for some time, 
and that its operation as at present will result in injury 
to all of the stockholders unless a receiver is named to 
take control of the property and sell it to apply the cash 
to the claims of creditors. 

The filing ‘of the petition was rather a surprise to many, 
and General Manager -A. G. Feight announced in the 
Press that the suit was brought by a “disgruntled stock- 
holder” who could not obtain “free railroad transportation 
and theatre passes.” 

The motion for a receivership came up before Judge Dus- 
tin, and a legal battle is expected. 

Soon after the suit for a receiver was filed the Pette- 
bone-Cataract Paper Company, of Niagara Falls, N. Y., 
instituted action to recover $958.82, and interest from Sep- 
tember 1, 1902, on a paper account. 

The company recently started the Sunday Press, and it 
is claimed that this journal had not yet been placed on a 
paying basis. Long before the present owners assumed 
charge of the Press it was involved in financial entangle 
ments. About two years ago Mr. A. G. Feight bought the 
interest of Dr. Lowes, a political leader, in the paper and 
became the leading stockholder. Recently he purchased a 
valuable site on Fifth street for the purpose, it is stated, 
of erecting an exclusive newspaper plant. M. V. 
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WILLIAM DYSON’S IMPRESSIONS. 


Mills Here Compared with Those in Great Britain—Advyan- 
tages in Favor of This Country—Mills, Machines 
and Men Beiter. 





William Dyson, general secretary of the Amalgamated 
Society of Paper Makers of Great Britain, who came to 
this country as a member of the Moseley commission, to 
study industrial conditions, sailed for home, together with 
the other members of the commission, last Saturday. In 
chatting about his trip, Mr. Dyson said: 

I have enjoyed the visit immensely, but it has been hard 
work, for landed I traveled about 5,000 
miles, and one does not get much rest on the cars. While 
the delegation traveled. as a unit we saw the great cities of 
the United States, and after that part of the trip was con- 
cluded each delegate was left to look after his own par- 
ticular line. I visited the mills at Chicago, Appleton, 
Neenah, Menasha, Combined Locks, &c., and then com- 
ing East went to Niagara Falls, Holyoke, Rumford Falls 
and Millinocket, visiting machine shops, &c., at other places. 
What is my conclusion as to the relative position of the 
paper industry on our side of the water and here? Why, 
you are far ahead of us. Your mills are larger and better; 
your machines run faster and your output is far greater. 
Why, compared with your fine machines, the machines in 
most of our mills belong in the scrap heap. Yes, our man- 
ufacturers spend plenty of money on them. As soon as the 
mill shuts down at 2 o’clock on Saturday the repair gang 
comes on, and there are repairs, repairs all the time. The 
money is spent, but it does no permanent good. Were the 
same amount of money spent in new, up to date machin- 
ery the results would be different. 

Your machines are speedier and their output is more. 
For instance, take your premier news mill here, that of the 
Great Northern Paper Company at Millinocket, Me., and 
the premier news mill on our side, that of Lloyd’s. The 
Millinocket plant, machine for machine, has a greater 
output, and that, too, on a lighter weight paper. 

Your men are paid better. They live better, but I am 
not sure that at the end of the year they have more. And 
yet I think they do. In Wisconsin I saw a fine set of men 
They in a great number of cases own their own homes 
and live thoroughly well. They possibly are in better 
circumstances than men in other paper making centres in 
the United States. 

Your men are better cared for in the mills. In 
mills attention is paid to Ventilation, and the men work 
in a pure, constantly renewed atmosphere. On our side 
I'll venture to say that there is not a single mill, Lloyd’s 
included, in which ventilation is given much attention 
Of course, there are exhaust fans to remove the steam 
They also remove the heat and the men work in discom 
fort, and are therefor@not to be blamed for not doing so 
much work as do your ‘men. They are working under 
disadvantages and foul air tires a man very quickly. 

Our hours are somewhat better than yours. Our mills, 
most of them, close at 2 o’clock on Saturday afternoon 
and start up at 6 o'clock Monday morning. That is, the 
men report at 6 o’clock and by 7 o’clock the mill is going 

How does the union movement in the paper industry in 
the two countries compare? Why, we could not organize 
men on the basis you have here in the States. Our society 
is an old organization. It has a fund of $30,000, and the 
first question a man asks when you ask him to join is, 
“What is the benefit?’ We give a benefit of $250 where 
a man is disabled so as to be unable to work as a paper 
maker, we give a sick benefit, a death benefit of $50 and 
an out of work benefit. To obtain the latter a man must 
obtain a certificate from his last employer that he did not 
lose his work because of his own fault, With us the

your 


organizing of men is on a purely business basis. They 
join because of the financial benefits they get. And we 
I'll ven- 


have a good organization that works well for all. 
ture to say that go per cent. of the mills in which our mem- 
bers work, if they want help, telegraph or write to me 
as general secretary for the men wanted, so you see the em- 
ployers regard us well. 

As to the drink question, I must say that I have seen 
very few drunken men in the United States; not near as 
many as you would see on our side, and conditions have 
improved with us, too. I remember the time when the 
man selling bitter beer used to come through the mills 
and each man bought and drank his pint while at work. 
Now it is different; beer is not allowed in working hours. 
1 believe the reason that there is more drunkenness on our 
side than there is in the States is due in large part to the 
drink itself. For instance, a “tupenny pint” on our side 
contains as much alcohol as from three to five glasses of 
your lager, and that fact I think goes a long way to ex 
plain the difference in conditions. 

You are not only ahead of us in your news mills, but 
you are making writing papers, good writing papers, at 
a greater speed than we are. Our people say that if the 


machines are speeded up the sheet will not be closed right, 
but the fact is you are doing it. 


I was much interested 
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in my visit to Holyoke. In fact all the mills were inter- 
esting, and I have had nothing but the utmost courtesy ex- 
tended to me all through the country, both by mill workers 
and mill owners. I met many who had started life on the 
other side, and at Millinocket 1 met an old niate of mine, 
we having worked together in the same mill in the old 
country. 

I cannot say what Mr. Moseley intends to do with our 
reports. I do not know, but I do know that my report 
will be conscientiously made, without regard to whether it 
pleases the manufacturers or men on your side or my own 
It will present the facts as I found them. 


The Continental Paper Company. 

he Continental Paper Company, which last week was 
incorporated under the laws of the State of New Jersey 
with a capital stock of $500,000, has acquired control of the 
Thames Paper Company, Limited, of London, England. 
The deal was closed by William J. Alford, who is iden- 
tified with a number of companies manufacturing box 
boards in this country. 

Identified with Mr. Alford are H. Sellers McKee, a 
Pittsburg millionaire, and George W. Darr, president of 
the Sharon Steel Company, which is to be merged with the 
Union Steel Company. The securities of the Thames 
corporation have been turned over to the Continental Paper 
Company, which is owned by the three men mentioned. 

The plants of the Continental Paper Company interests 
involve a thorough modernization of the Thames Com- 
pany. The plant will be enlarged and machinery of the 
most modern make installed. While no information could 
be obtained on the subject, it is believed the capital stock 
of the Continental Paper Company will be increased from 
time to time, in order to carry out proposed improvements 
and additions. It is the first venture of the kind ever en- 
tered into by Americans abroad. 

The products of the Thames Company are confined to 
box board and wrapping paper. William J. Alford is as- 
sociated with three box board concerns in this country. 
These, as well as the London corporation, will be operated 
under separate charters, although consolidation of the four 
companies in the near future is not unlikely. Mr. Alford 
is associated with the Chicago Coated Board Company, of 
Chicago; the Haverhill Box and Board Company, of Mas- 
sachusetts, and the Piermont Paper Company, of Piermont,

H. Sellers McKee, who is identified with the Continental 
Paper Company, is interested in the syndicate that has 
secured control of practically all of the valuable street rail- 
way properties and railway franchises in St. Petersburg,

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PHILIP RUDOLPH & SON. 


The Firm Is Seeking to Compromise at Fifty Cents Cash 
Before January 15—if Net Successful It Will 
Have to Ask Extension. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


PHILADELPHIA, December 16, 1902—George W. Rudolph, 
trading as Philip Rudolph & Son, whose financial difficul- 
ties caused a meeting of creditors to be called in March 
last, is endeavoring to settle up all claims against the busi- 
ness on a basis of 50 per cent., payable in cash before 
January 15. 

It will be recalled that when the firm’s financial embar- 
rassment was announced a meeting of creditors was called 
and the statement made that the liabilities consisted of 
$63,000 owing to various trade creditors, and $60,000 to 
the estate of Philip Rudolph, and that the assets aggre- 
gated $75,000. Mr. Rudolph attributed his embarrassment 
to heavy losses in other financial ventures, and stated that 
with an extension of time the business, which was a paying 
one, would be able to clear off the debts. A committee con- 
sisting of David L. Ward, of D. L. Ward & Co.; W. R 
Brown, of the American Straw Board Company, and 
Henry Stokes, was thereupon appointed to continue the 
business until January 15 next, Mr. Rudolph agreeing that 
under this condition the claim of the estate would not be 
pressed. 

Within the week he has been circulating an agreement 
for signatures on the 50 per cent. cash settlement basis. 
He said today: 

“I have taken the agreement to nearly all my creditors 
in this city, and all that have been asked to sign have done 
so. The Philadelphia creditors, however, represent only 5 
or 10 per cent, of the total amount of indebtedness. 

“I took this action-because I believe it to be to the best 
interests of my creditors and of myself. They will realize 
at the 50 per cent. settlement more than they would have 
secured had the business been settled in March last. If 
settlement at that time had been insisted upon the estate 
would have insisted on the payment of its claim, and there 
would have been under the most favorable conditions only 


$75,000 to pay $123,000, but the $75,000 would hardly have 
been realized, and with the necessary expenses deducted 
50 per cent. would not have remained. 


“If creditors do not agree to the 50 per cent. settlement, 
an additional extension from January 15 next will have 
to be asked or costly and long delayed proceedings begun. 
I doubt if in that event 50 per cent. would be realized. 
The uncertainty as to the future has been a handicap, and 
a number of my friends have, therefore, come forward with 
an offer to advance funds enough to enable me to make the 
settlement proposed. 


“The business has been profitable since March last, when 
the committee was appointed. I am not able to say what 
profit has been made. The action I am taking has not been 
considered by the committee. I take it in advance of Jan- 
uary 5, when affairs will have to be settled if this plan 
fails, in order that I may know what the future has in 
store and may be relieved of a heavy incubus in doing 
business. 

“IT am unable to anticipate what action the creditors will 
take, but, judging from the unanimous approval of the 
Philadelphia creditors, the outlook for settlement at this 
time is good.” E. R. G.

[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Fu.ton, N. Y., December 15, 1902.—Fulton, the young 
est city in the Empire State, is becoming a paper mill centre 
of no mean importance, and since the advent of the Battle 
Island Paper Company is attracting more than its cus- 
tomary share of attention. All the mills in Fulton are run- 
ning full time and enjoying a brisk business. 

The Battle Island Paper Company’s plant is now turn- 
ing out 50 tons of sulphite pulp daily, and of a superior 
quality of sulphite that finds ready sale, largely among the 
local mills. The company has recently closed a contract 
for two additional water wheels, which will be installed as 
soon as possible. These will be used.as reserve in times 
of low water, or in case of any shortage in power by rea- 
son of back water during the winter. The Battle Island 
Company recently concluded the purchase of 175 square 
miles of timber limits in Quebec, from which the wood 
can be delivered to its rossing plant at Ha Ha Bay and 
prepared for shipment by the boats direct to the mill here. 
This insures the company ample wood supply for some 
years to come. Already the company has about 12,000 
cords at the plant here, nearly all being Canadian wood of 
excellent quality. 

Gilbert L. Wells, secretary of the Battle Island Paper 
Company, is spending the holidays with his family in Ful- 
ton. He expects to return early in January to the com- 
pany’s timber limits in Quebec, where he is the active super- 
intendent oi.the company’s affairs. 

The Fulton Paper Company, Eureka Paper Company 
and Granby Paper Company are all running up to full ca- 
pacity. The Granby Paper Company recently added new 
dryers to its paper machine, which, in connection with other 
improvements, enable it to run an increased product and 
to turn out a heavier sheet of paper. 

W. S. Royce, secretary of the Victoria Paper Mills Com 
pany, is critically ill of typhoid fever. 

Superintendent F. T. Morrissey, of the Victoria Paper 
Mills Company, has returned to his duties at the mill, after 
an absence of several weeks among the mills in the East. 


The Fulton plant of the United Box Board and Paper 
Company is in full operation. H. L. Paddock, the man 
ager, is also division manager of all the company’s mills 
in New York State and spends much of his time inspect 
ing the various plants under his supervision.

NraGara Fauius, N. Y., December 15, 1902.—Another ap- 
plication for a power franchise to operate in this city is 
now before a committee of the aldermen. This is the 
Lower River Power Company, which was authorized by 
the last Legislature, The plan is to get power by utilizing 
the 100 foot drop from the lower steel arch bridge to the 
Devil’s Hole. The great point made by the company is 
that, no matter how much water it uses, it does not affect 
the scenery of the falls, as it merely diverts the water after 
it has passed over.

Wisconsin’s Water Supply Will Probably Be Reduced—In- 
creased Cost of Coal in Wisconsin—Connecticut Mills 
Shut Down Because of Lack of Coal. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., December 15, 1902.—While the mills 
are still using 50 per cent. of the normal flow of the river 
for power purposes, it is practically certain that either this 
week or next the Neenah and Menasha Water Power 
Company will cut the allowance down to 35 per cent. 
Lake Winnebago froze over last week, and all the rivers 
are closed, and the ice reduces the flow of water consid- 
erably. There is nothing in sight to help water power, 
and the outlook for the winter is therefore rather dubious.

Mills Shut Down by Lack of Coal. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

SoutH MANcHEsTER, Conn., December 15, 1902.—The 
coal situation in the town is alarming. Yesterday the 
Lydall & Foulds Paper Mills, at Lydallville and Parker 
Village, and the William Foulds Paper Mill were com- 
pelled to suspend operations last week, having run out of 
fuel. The American Paper Company at Oakland had to 
shut down also. They all have a supply of coal at New 
Haven, but there is difficulty in securing cars for trans- 
portation. When the cars can be secured and the coal 
transported here they will start up again. 





The Advance in Price of Fuel. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

App_Leton, Wis., December 15, 1902.—“It makes a man 
rather thoughtful,” said a manufacturer to me today, “to 
think of the advance that has occurred within recent 
years in the price of fuel. Three years ago we were buy- 
ing Youghiogheny screenings for $2.25 per ton delivered. 
Today the same fuel is costing us $3.75 delivered, and we 
don’t feel certain of getting it even at that price. So far 
there has been no difficulty in getting coal, but I think 
the manufacturers are feeling a little more nervous about 
it now. Navigation is closed down tight, and there is no 
certainty of getting Eastern coal with any promptness. 


Illinois has plenty of coal, but it is the transportation 
problem here also that is worrying us. It takes all the 
way from ten days to six weeks to get coal now even 
from Illinois. I am informed that the De Pere mill of 
the American Writing Paper Company is accepting orders 
subject to fuel supply, and it is possible that a similar 
stipulation may be adopted by some of the mills here- 
abouts. It is the stopping of lake shipments, due to the 
close of navigation, that is making present conditions 
more complicated than heretofore.” Fox RIver. 


Bequests of the Late George Irish. 

Burrato, N. Y., December 15, 1902—Surrogate Marcus 
has made an order probating the will of the late George 
Irish, the paper dealer, who died on October 15 last. Henry

The will is dated February 22, 1902, and by its 
terms the bulk of the estate is left to the widow, Caroline 
Teresa Irish; his sister, Mrs. Sarah Turner, of Buffalo, 
and his brother, Alexander D. Irish, of Ransomville, N. Y. 
The papers state his estate consists of $9,000 in real prop- 
erty and $55,000 in personal property, but the will indicates 
that it was worth more than double the amount mentioned. 

The legacies under the will are: 

Isabella Styles, Tillie Shifley and Maggie Wall, em- 
ployees, ten shares each of stock in the George Irish Paper 
Company; Henry G. Drummer, partner and_ executor, 
$1,000; Alexander D. Irish, twenty-five shares of paper 
company stock; James W. Turner, a half brother, who has 
been missing for years, five shares of stock; Caroline 
Teresa Irish, widow, $40,000 in trust, his house in Front 
avenue, furniture, horses and carriages. j 

Mrs. Irish gets a life interest in what is left her. After 
her death it reverts to the residuary estate, which is left 
to Alexander D. Irish and Mrs. Turner, share and share 
alike.

As to Freight Rates. 

The Western railroad men have increased the rates on 
certain grades of paper going from Chicago to certain 
points westward, and the Eastern freight agents are now 
considering the advisability of following their example. 
The matter is now officially before them, and the propo- 
sition is to withdraw from paper now included in the fifth 
class the privilege of a commodity rate and compel it to 
pay the full fiith class rate. 

There does not appear to be any adequate reason why 
this should be done, and it is to be hoped that the Eastern 
freight agents will see the matter in this, its true light. 
Paper manufacturers have had a good run of business, 
but the benefits arising from it have been lessened by the 
increased cost of fuel and raw materials generally, so 
that they are not in a position at this stage to pay fur- 


ther tribute to the transportation companies. 


News at id, Per Pound, 

We reprint on page 796 of this issue of THe Paper TRADE 
JourNAL an article from an English trade paper discussing 
the question of whether the British manufacturer can profit 
ably make common news at Id. a pound. The writer holds 
that if the British paper maker revises his methods and 
brings his operations and plant up to date, he can 
answer the question affirmatively. The article contains a 
table showing the cost in two mills of different capacity, 
and the-figures therein presented, together with the facts 
found elsewhere, should be exceedingly interesting to news 
manufacturers, both in England and here. 

In connection with the article referred to the expressions 
of opinion by William Dyson, who, as a member of the 
Moseley commission, has been investigating the paper trade 
conditions in this country, are particularly timely. Mr. 
Dyson is very frank in saying that American mills are far 
superior to British mills, that our machinery is better and 
speedier, that our men are more active, due in large part to 
their working under better conditions, and that we produce 
more paper of equal quality than do the mills of his own 
country. Mr, Dyson has certainly kept his eyes and ears 
open, and the formal report of his trip will not only 
interesting, but ought to be instructive. It will undoubtedly 
be a fair statement of the relative conditions prevailing in 
the United States and in Great Britain. 


Paper for the Public Printer. 

On the first reading page of this issue of the Paper 
RADE JOURNAL we print the news as to the call for pro- 
posals for supplying’ paper to the Public Printer. These 
proposals will be opened by the Joint Committee of Con- 
gress on Public Printing on January 12, and the bids them- 
selves will be fully reported in the issue of the Paper 
RADE JOURNAL next succeeding that date. 

Uncle Sam always appears to buy his paper cheaper 
than anyone else, but the prices next month will be more 


than usually interesting, as with present conditions pre- 
vailing manufacturers wiil probably not be inclined to 


yield their ideas of values, The bids on book paper par- 


ticularly have been regarded by buyers Of that class of 
paper as indicative of what the course of the market will 
be during the year following, and if the manufacturers put 
in low figures they will have only themselves to blame if 
their customers insist on squeezing yalues later in the 
year. There is no legitimate reason why the Government 


should get its paper at a price so low as to demoralize the 


market for the year, equal quality, of course, being con- 
sidered. It should be able to buy at a figure equal ‘o 
that of the private buyer taking equal quantities of equal 
quality, and no better, but for some reason some paper 
makers have a sentimental feeling for Government con- 
tracts, and as a consequence values are unduly reduced. 
We trust that the figures disclosed by the bidding next 
month will show that a reform has taken place, and that 
the Public Printer can secure the paper for his office only 
on terms and prices such as the private buyer, under the 
same conditions, would pay. The contest at Washington is 
not an event that should be employed as a fixed means of 


slaughtering prices. 

The New York Court of Appeals has rendered an opinion 
holding that the shares of stock in the Times Association 
which George Jones, the chief owner of the New York 
Times, owned by the association, held while living are 
taxable under the inheritance tax as personal property 
and that the value of the real estate of the company should 
not be deducted in determining the value of the shares. 
This is undoubtedly good law, as it is laid down by the 
Court of Appeals, but the various kinds of taxes are 
multiplying so fast nowadays, and are applicable in so 
many ways and to so many things, that one is puzzled to 
know just what to do under the circumstances. There 
is one consolation in all these matters, however, and that 
is that these contentions enable the lawyers to continue to 
use up their quota of paper.

The machine at Case & Marshall’s paper mill in Wood 
land, Conn., started up this week. 

The Sawyer & Wolfe mill at Easthampton, Mass., will 
be turned into a paper coating plant. 

The Byron Weston Company, at Dalton, is installing a 
new freight elevator in its storehouse. 

The Traders Mill of the United Box Board and Paper 
Company, at Lockport, N. Y., was damaged $5,000 by fire 
on December 11. 

The mills conducted by the East Hartford Manufactur- 
ing Company and J. H. Walker, Burnside, Conn., are run- 
ning steadily, and have a large supply of orders to fill. 

The Flambeau Paper Company has about completed its 
new paper mill at Park Falls, Wis., and expects to start 
up this week, Later the company will add a sulphite mill 
to its plant. 

The opening of the new offices of the American Writ- 
ing Paper Company at Holyoke has been delayed some- 
what by the inability of the contractor to secure materials, 
and the company states that they will likely not be opened 
till February. 

C. L. La Boiteaux, sales agent of the Niles Board and 
Paper Company, states that the board mills of the com- 
pany were not destroyed by fire recently as reported. 
The damage was done to the paper mill, but the box board 
plant is uninjured, 


Wallace Seaver, who has been employed at Fort Edward, 
ee oe the International Paper Company and Glens 
Falls Paper Company for eleven years as master mechanic, 
has resigned that position and accepted a similar position 
with the Sandy Hill Iron and Brass Works at Sandy 
Hill. 


The Davis mill of the West Virginia Pulp and Paper 
Company at Davis, W. Va., started running this week 
after a six months’ shutdown, during which the plant was 
equipped throughout with modern machinery and made in 
fact a new mill. The company is now making there about 
30 tons of bleached sulphite, part of which will be put on 
the market. 


Preparations are being made for the extension of the 
present electric railway from Neenah to Kaukauna further 
down the Fox River to De Pere, where a connection would 
be made with the railway running to Green Bay. The 
building of this missing link of about 20 miles will provide 
a trolley railway the full length of the Fox River, touching 
all of the paper making towns and villages. 


The Wisconsin River Pulp and Paper Company, whose 
mills are located near Stevens Point, Wis., has been doing 
some work this fall in the way of clearing off the site, 
looking toward the enlargement next season of its pulp 
mill. It is certain the pulp mill will be largely increased 
in size, and it would not be at all surprising if one or 
two paper machines should be added to the paper mill. 

Word from the Cheboygan (Mich.) Paper Company’s 
mill is to the effect that the beater and grinder room build- 


ings are under cover, and the machine room building will 
shortly be in the same condition. The only machinery at 
present on the ground consists of the water wheels that 
are already installed in the power house, and some of the 
beaters. The machinery, however, is expected to come 
along about as fast as the buildings are ready for it. 

J. H. McNairn, of Canada, who purchased the Phoenix 
(N. Y.) Pulp and Paper Mill recently, and has been turn- 
ing out a fine grade of tissue paper, is making extensive 
improvements and putting in much new machinery. When 
the new machinery is installed all the paper which has been 
going to Canada to be waxed will be waxed at Pheenix. 


The old paper mills at Ivy Mills, near Chester Heights 
station, Pa., are crumbling to ruin. The roof has fallen 
in, and in a short time all that will be left to mark this 
historic building will be the broken walls. This paper mill 
was one of the few in operation during the Civil War, and 
at one time the paper for the printing of the Government 
greenbacks was made there. It has also furnished the 
paper for many old Colonial books and documents. 


The box shop at Taylor & Atkins Paper Company’s mill, 
Burnside, Conn., started last Thursday on an eight hour 
day schedule instead of nine hours. The eight hour day 
schedule was not inaugurated on account of lack of orders, 
as the owners of the mill have a large number of orders 
to fill, but the stock houses are filled with paper, envelopes 
and boxes which cannot be shipped until after January 
The eight hour day schedule will only be operated for a 
few weeks.

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FORESTRY AND MANUFACTURERS. 


0. W. Price, of the Bureau of Forestry, Sees a Change in 
the Attitude of Mill Owners—Suggestions 
as to Forestry. 


Wasurnoton, D, C., December 15, 1902. 
Editor of the Paper Trade Journal: 

Dear Str—Afmong the resolutions of the Forestry, Water 
Storage and Manufacturing Association of the State of 
New York, the following is significant of the change in 
the attitude of wood pulp and lumber manufacturers 
toward the application of practical forestry in that State: 

“To promote and encourage the proper and _ practical 
system of forestry and unite in all reasonable and honest 
efforts therefor. To discourage by education and other 
proper means the removal of timber from lands in such 
manner, and to such extent, as will render such lands use 
less for the further growth of timber, and to encourage 
under safe and proper limitations the removal of grown 
timber from all lands in the State of New York.” 

Ihe sentiment of this resolution is entirely legitimate 
It steers clear of the point of view of the sentimentalist 
on the one hand and of the usual attitude of the lumber 
man on the other 

A working plan prepared by the Bureau of Forestry for 
Township 40 of the New York State Forest Preserve, and 
published as Bulletin 30 of that bureau, established several 
important conclusions, which are applicable not only to the 
township studied but to similar lands within the peserve 
It was shown that conservative lumbering of the soft 
woods is safe, practicable and profitable; that cuttings 
under a sound forest policy would tend both to improve 
ment in the condition of the forest and to an increase in 
its productive capacity; and that these excellent results 
would in no way interfere either with the influence of the 
forest upon stream flow or with any of the other objects. 

The chief purpose of forestry is to harvest successive 
crops of timber from the same area. It therefore rec- 
ognizes the productive capacity of the forest and entails 
its protection from fire and from wasteful methods of 
lumbering. The effect of forestry upon the forest, there- 
fore, is to gradually improve its condition by the removal 
of mature trees in such a way that their place is taken by 


thrifty young growth rhe condition of the forest under 


conservative lumbering is far better than that of the forest 
from which cuttings are exeluded* Under careful cutting

the legitimate increment is harvested, old trees are removed 
and young growth is encouraged, while the general condi- 
tions are rendered conducive to a sound and_ thrifty 
growth. In the ferest in which no lumbering is carried 
on the loss through disease and deterioration of the timber 
trees offsets the gain, and the merchantable stand remains 
practically the same. The closing of a forest containing 
mature timber against lumbering is as unreasonable as to 
lumber it in the ordinary way. The one method of treat- 
ment ignores the productive capacity of the forest, while 
the other impairs or completely destroys it. 

To prevent the utilization of the product of the forest 
and at the same time to levy taxes for its administration 
and protection is bad public finance. The effective protec 
tion of the State Forest Preserve will be inadequate until 
practical forestry has been applied. The income from con 
servative forest management upon the State lands would 
render them practically safe from fire and theft and would 
aid in the execution of the game laws, besides yielding a 
revenue which would render their administration self sup- 
porting and render feasible the gradual improvement of the 
forest itself. 

In a forest working plan for Township 40 the Bureau 
of Forestry has pointed out what it considers to be the es- 
sentials for the conservative lumbering of the State lands 
in the Adirondacks. It has formulated a number of rules 
which it has recommended be incorporated in contracts for 
the lumbering of State forest lands. Their purpose is to 
bring about a thorough and economical utilization of 
mature timber, to avoid the cutting of trees which may 
more profitably be left standing, and to do away with un- 
necessary damage to young growth. The application of 
these rules, modified to suit the peculiar needs of the forest, 
would insure permanent and profitable results to the State 
irom the lumbering of the State Forest Preserve. The 
vital point is that effective measures be taken for the en 
forcement of the rules, and that they be correctly inter 
preted by authoritative and competent inspection.

NEWS AT Ip. PER LB. 
Is There a Profit in It at That Price ?—A Query That Is 


Answered by a Financial Statement—Some Details 
of Manufaciure in England. 








In the December issue of Paper Making, London, Eng- 
land, is an article under the title of “Can a Profit Be Made 
on Common News at td. per Lb.?’ The article is as fol- 
lows: 

We have heard a good deal for the last year or so about 
the low price of paper, of common quality, of foreign com- 
petition, &c.; also that the foreigners (chiefly of Norway 
and Sweden) cannot possibly make a profit on the paper 
they are sending to this country at the price they obtain 
for it. After a great deal of inquiry we take this low 
price to be about 1d. per pound. 

Mr. Dixon, at the wood pulp dinner on October 29, 
Stated (so it is reported) that 8,000 tons of news were used 
in this country per week and that only 4,000 tons of this 
were of our own manufacture, the other 4,000 tons being 
imported (chiefly from the two countries above mentioned ). 

Now, is this our fault? Can it be obviated? Are our 
news mills well designed, well placed—do they contain 
modern machinery, &c.? 

With one or two exceptions they are not well designed 
nor well situated, nor do they contain modern machines. 

How many news mills have been built in this country 
during the last ten years? Not a single one. 

How many news machines have been put in old mills 
since, say, 1895? About five, and these in two mills. 

How many improvements have taken place in paper 
machines and in the designing of news mills during the 
same period ? 

The reason of this 4,000 tons of news being imported 
weekly into this country is because (with about two ex- 
ceptions) we have not got an up to date, well designed and 
properly planned news mill in the country; and 3,000 out 
of the 4,000 tons of news manufactured weekly here is 
made in old mills, on old, slow running (not more than 
250 feet per minute average speed) paper machines. It 
has to be sold at this price of 1d. per pound, therefore 
no surprise need be expressed when the maker says he 
cannot get a profit from it and others.prefer to let the 
orders go to the foreign mills—which is certainly better 
than running at a certain loss. We are at fault, there is 
no doubt about it, because we cling to our old plant and 
our old system. 

There was a time when paper makers could afford to 
go their own way and just take or refuse orders as they 
felt inclined. Now, however, if the trade is to be kept 
here mills must be brought fully up to present day re- 
quirements, even at the sacrifice of much good but out of 
date plant. 

That a profit can be made, and a good amount, too, is 
evident from the particulars we are about to give. These 
figures have all been most carefully considered, and show 
what a moderately sized, but well planned, equipped and 
placed mill running on common news can do, even in the 
face of foreign competition today. 

We propose to show by the following figures, which we 
think will be admitted as quite fair, that a first class 
mofiern mill, fitted with the very best machinery, planned 
and designed for news only, could sell news in London for 
1d. net per pound, and show a very handsome margin. 

The best situation for such a mill to supply London with 
news would undoubtedly be on either side of the Thames 
between London and Gravesend 

Let us take the latter as the chosen site. The mill we 
have in mind need not be very large to show a good re- 
sult, nor will speeds of 500 feet a minute of paper be 
necessary. Suppose it is designed for four machines, from 
100 to 120 inches wide, running 350 feet per minute for, 
say, 125 hours per week, out of a total of 132 hours (6 
a. m. Monday till 6 p. m. Saturday). 

Taking the average weight of news to be 21 pounds, 20 
inches by 30 inches, 480 sheets, anyone can calculate that 
100 inches of paper, at 350 feet per minute for 125 hours, 
will produce 102 tons to 103 tons per week per machine. 
Taking these machines at any width between 100 inches 
and 120 inches of paper, it is not at all exaggerating to 
estimate that these four machines could produce easily 400 
tons net of paper per week, and on this basis these calcu 
lations are made. This speed of 350 feet per minute has 
been kept up on news machines in this country for weeks 
at a time, in several mills, and is quite a moderate and 
easily managed speed As many of our readers know, the 
American working speed is 425 feet per minute, and over 
400 feet has been kept up on the American and on some 
English machines in this country . 

Assume the mill to be specially designed for news pro- 
duction in reels, and, say, 30 tons to 40 tons weekly of 
sheets. The paper machines to be of the very best, with 
every modern improvement, with net less than twenty-five 
4: foot diameter cylinders; coned pulley drive to every 
section; wires to he not less than 60 feet long, with four 
or five suction or vacuum boxes, three or four presses; 


one large stack of calenders of, say, twelve chilled iron 
rolls. Roller bearings to be applied to all the cylinder 
journals and the bottom roll journals of the calenders, 
and to the beater roll shafts, &c. (This reduces the fric- 
tion of ordinary bearings fully 50 per cent.) Fullner’s 
patent tanks to treat all back water, &c. 

We give figures for a mill with high class modern steam 
engines, and also for the same mill with gas, steam and 
electric driving. We propose; further, to show side by 
side how the same four machines as above, but only run- 
ning 250 feet per minute (the average speed of news ma- 
chines in England), cannot make a reasonable profit at 
id. per pound net, delivered in London; but if driven by 
gas, steam or electricity, they may then be able to make 
a fair return on the capital invested 

We have ascertained the rate of wages paid by paper 
mills in the Thames district, and also the carriage to Lon- 
don by water and rail, and the price of suitable coal, &c. 

The “furnish” for news we take at 25 per cent. sulphite 
and 75 per cent. mechanical wood; the paper on burning 
to leave about 7 per cent. residue or ash. The sulphite 
can be bought at the present time at £6 15s. per ton, the 
mechanical at £4 5s. per ton (of fibre), both delivered to 
such a mill on the Thames, We are not taking these low 
prices for our figures, but are basing our calculations on 
sulphite at £7 and mechanical at £4 10s. per ton. Twenty- 
one and a half hundredweight of material (sulphite, me- 
chanical and clay) will be taken to 1 ton of paper made. 

Taking, then, these figures, with clay at £1 5s. per ton, 
the cost of 21% hundredweight of materials will be 
£5 1s. 3d. 

The following are the details and cost per ton of paper 
for the two mills of four machines each, one of them 
with machines running 350 feet per minute, and making 
400 tons per week; the other with machines running 250 
feet per minute and making 285 tons per week.

This leaves a profit of £1 per ton = £20,800 per annum, 
on a capital of, say, £140,000, which is over 14 per cent. on 


the whole capital. 


Now, this mill, making 285 tons per week, with machines 
running 250 feet per minute, is the same class of mill as 
the other one, simply designing the mill for that output. 
The capital allowed is £120,000, as against the 400 ton out- 
put capital of £140,000. The difference between them is 
on account of smaller stock buildings, lighter paper ma- 
chines, smaller beaters, fewer reelers, &c. 

Even at this speed of 250 feet it will be noticed that this 
mill is able to make a small profit, but it is a specially 
designed mill, with a view to save labor, &c. From the 
figures we have collected of the English news mills we 
cannot find one in which the wages for manufacturing 
come under £1 per ton; many of them are about £1 5s. 
But very few mills are now makiyg common news alone; 
they seem to have taken to cheap printings, long elephants, 
and supercalendered papers and other qualities that cannot 
be made at such a high speed. Under the circumstances 
it was the wisest and only course to take. We say, without 
fear of contradiction, that there is not a single mill in 
Lancashire or Yorkshire that can send paper tg London 
at 1d. net and make a profit, and not many of them could 
even sell it in Manchester with a ‘margin. 

The news mills as a whole in this country are completely 
out of date. There are only three of the total that we con- 


sider are even fair mills. Yet we will further show that 
were a newly designed mill put up, say, on the Thames, 
and another at Manchester, common news could be supplied 
to both these towns at 1d. per pound, less 5 per cent., and 
make a handsome profit. This does not take into con- 
sideration that the mill should undoubtedly have its own 
pulp mills either in Scandinavia or Canada, and so to a 
great extent be independent of the fluctuations of pulp 
prices. ‘ 

It will be noticed that we have allowed 22 hundredweight 
of coal to the ton of paper; this is a liberal allowance, and 
in a well designed mill, with modern steam engines, &c., 
this should come down easily to 20 hundredweight to the 
ton of paper. 

The wages paid are also liberal, there being 194 hands 
with a wage account of £280 per week, which is over 
i1 &s. per head for men, women and boys—a high figure 
for paper mills in this country. 

We propose to show how the same mill (400 ton out- 
put), driven by gas engines with producer or power gas, 
and a few electric motors, the paper machines driven by 
a steam engine, the exhaust of which dries the pape-: 
would reduce the amount of coal (assuming it of the same 
quality) down to one-half ton per ton of paper and also 
reduce the wages, &c., some £500 per annum. 

Each machine is estimated to take 150 horse power to 
drive, not taking into consideration the “wet end,” in- 
cluding strainers, all pumps, agitators, &c., which should 
be driven by an electric motor of about 30 horse power. 

The beaters for each machine driven by a gas engine of 
from 200 to 250 horse power. Reelers, cuttcrs, pumps, 
lifts, &c., driven by electric motors. 

The cranes for unloading pulp, coal, &c., and for load- 
ing the paper into barges or trucks should be electrically 
driven, 

The mill lighted by electricity.

There would therefore be four steam engines of 150 
horse power each, four gas engines of 225 horse power 
each and one gas driven dynamo, for all the motors and 
electric light, of 300 horse power. 

The four paper machine steam engines would take about 
120 tons of coal per week, which would be sufficient also 
for drying purposes without any extra steam. 

The gas engines of 1,170 horse power (1,770 less 600) 
driven by producer or power gas will take not more than 
1 pound of coal per horse power per hour, say 70 tons

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HEAVY LUMBER CUT. 


Yield of Something Like 138,000,000 Feet Expected in 
Region Beyond Moosehead Lake—What Various 
Companies Will Cut. 





GARDINER, Me., December 15, 1902.—Indications thus 
early point to a heavy lumber cut during the winter in the 
region beyond Moosehead Lake. The early spell of ex 
tremely cold weather froze thoroughly the swamps and 
soft places in the roads, making the foundation for the 
work one of the best for a number of years 

Snow lies 2 feet deep on a level, a desirable depth tor 


lumbering. Timber surveyors who have prospected the 
forest expect that something like 138,000,000 feet of lumber 
will be cut before spring, and of this amount about one 
sixth will come into Moosehead Lake from Roach River 
next spring.

Schools of Forestry in Canada. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Toronto, Canada, December 15, 1902—A School of 
Forestry in connection with the University of Toronto and 
the Ontario Agricultural College is within the range of 
probability at an early date. On December 6 a deputation 
composed of President Loudon, of Toronto University, and 
Vice Chancellor Moss of the same imstitution, and Prin 
cipal Galbraith and Professor Ellis of the School of Prac 
tical Science, waited on Hon. Richard Harcourt, Ministet 


of Education, and presented a memorandum to which the 


institutions interested had subscribed The memorandum 
urged that a School of Forestry be established on the lines 
of those in the United States where the conditions ar: 


similar, and proposed that the school at Yale be taken 


the particular model. Only one new teacher, a professor 


of forestry, with the status of a professor in the university, 
would be necessary and the initial expense would not ex- 
ceed $5,000 per year. The additional instruction required 
would be provided in the arts faculty of the University of 
Toronto, the School of Practical Science and the Agri 
cultural College at Guelph. The regular course of instruc 
tion would be given at Toronto and provision made for a 
summer school of six weeks at Guelph for the benefit of 
the students in agriculture rhe establishment of the 
necessary museum could be deferred for the present. 

\fter the conference Mr. Harcourt stated that he viewed 
the proposal with favor, but that it would have to be 
brought before the whole Government for approval 

In conriection with the proposal for a School of Forestry 
in Toronto University, the authorities of Queens Univer 
sity, Kingston, Ont., state that, relying upon the promise 
of an annual grant from the province, they have built and 
equipped a building for the study of mining and forestry 
and expect to open it at the beginning of the next academic 
year. Persons conversant with the situation state that 
threre is plenty of room for the two institutions in the

Thus for an extra capital outlay of not more than £10,000 
there is a saving in coal alone in one year of £7,280. We 
estimate that at least a further £500 per annum would be 
saved in wages, &c 

The allowance of 1 pound coal per horse power is ample 
for the gas engines, as there are many works now driven 
for well under the 1 pound (and with a common coal, too), 
and many makers will guarantee this figure 

Supposing the paper (400 tons output) to be sold at 1d 
per pound less 5 per cent., this profit of £28,080 wouild drop 


to £18.546, and even this would be a good return on the 


capital outlay of £150,c0o 


Four gas engines have been specified to drive the beaters 
ne gas engme to each set of beaters Although this en 
a slightly larger capital outlay, and is not quite so 
economical, still the plan has many advantages In case 


of a breakdown, only one machine and one set beaters 
would be stopped; again, if a machine is stopped for a 
few hours the gas engine for its set of beaters could be 
stopped and thus save the gas. 

Taking everything into consideration, we consider it is 
a better plan than driving two sets of beaters with one 
gas engine, and certainly is much to be preferred than for 
all the beaters to be driven from one engine. 

It may be pointed out that these large gas engines are 
now no trouble to start, as compressed air in steel cylinders 
is kept ready for that purpose. 

Taking the other mill of 285 tons output, we estimate 
with a like arrangement, but altered to suit the lesser power 
required, to take 11 hundredweight of coal per ton of 


paper cost (per ton of paper) for coal 6s. 7d., instead 
of 15s., a further profit of 8s. 5d. per ton of paper 
£6,240 per annum. £6,360 £6,240 a total profit of £12, 


600 per annum on a capital of £130,000, which is a fair 
return. 

The saving in coal is larger in proportion in this last 
case as compared with the former; because a well planned 
gas and electric plant will show nearly the same economy 
on a small plarit as on a large on whereas large steam 
plants are more economical than small ones 

Of course, in the foregoing, figures it is impossible to esti 
mate the exact power required, or the exact amount of coal 
*or wages, &c., but we consider in every case we have put 
the larger figure rather than the smaller one, and if any 
paper maker or engineer of experience cares to work out 
the horse power required, coal consumption, &c., we think 
he will find that these figures are not very far out and that 
the discrepancy (if any) will not alter materially our argu 
ments and’ figures to show that the news mills in this 
country are absolutely and completely behind the times 
(with the exceptions previously mentioned) and that it is 
mpossible for them to sell at the present price and make 
a profit. ¥ 

It behooves the British news maker to “wake up.” for 
we are of the firm belief that, although wood pulp may 
never be cheaper, yet we shall see common news within 
the next few years under Id. per pound net 

But if the paper makers will “wake up,” establish or 
suv their own pulp mills, use power gas and electric driv 
ng, have very best machines and with well designed mills 
for the production, they could yet make news for the home 
narket cheaper and better than any other country in the 


world at the present time.

PAPER.—The demand for all grades of paper con- 
tinues steady and strong, particularly in the jobbing trade. 
The mill situation is unchanged as yet, although the num- 
ber of new orders is, of course, somewhat less than they 
were earlier in the season. As a result of the strength of 
the market quotations show no material weakness. On 
the contrary there is a tending to greater firmness in 
prices, owing to the recent snow storm. The further 
delay in regard to deliveries is the cause of this firmness. 
Of the different grades of paper News still leads in point 
of demand, as the great holiday consumption for adver- 
tising is at present at its height. The call for supplies 
for this purpose is very heavy this year. There is there- 
fore only a little News for the general market. As the 
large manufacturing companies have all they can do to 
take care of their contract business, the small consumer 
is forced to look to the smaller companies for his supplies. 
The prices being asked by the latter range from 2.40@2% 
cents, delivery in thirty days. While News is the strong- 
est grade, especially from the mill standpoint, the kinds 
that are most active in the jobbing trade just now are the 
Manilas. The holiday demand is responsible for this, as 
it is for the greater activity of News. Book papers are 
holding their own, although it is admitted that new busi- 
ness is not as heavy as it has been. The same can be said 
of Writing paper. There is still, however, a good de- 
mand for both kinds of paper in the jobbing trade. Prices 
on both are steady. As the Book and Writing mills are 
well supplied with orders there is little likelihood of any
